The energy crisis a while back supposedly 
caused a lot of people to think twice about 
building '‘basic no-frill houses,’ but you 
couldn’t prove it bv looking at those which 
are being built even day across the nation 
as well as the Georgetown area 
In fact, according to Frank Wineinger ot 
the 
Georgetown 
Building 
Inspection 
Department, homes being built in this area 
probably exceed those on the national 
average in many ways when it comes to size 
and “ extras." 
“ ALM OST WITHOUT exception, the 
houses being built in the Georgetown area 
have more than one bath, three or four 
bedrooms, a fireplace, built in range gar 
bage disposal and dishwasher, central air 


and heat and are over 1,200 square feet in 
sire," he says 
According to a recent report bv the 
National Association of Realtors, the 
average sire of a new home is 1.690 square 
feet, compared to 1,535 five years ago 
Fifty tune percent of new homes have 
fireplaces, whereas only 34 percent did in 
1971 
Fifty three percent of new homes have 
central airconditioning across the nation. 
72 percent have more than one bath, 78 per 
cent contam dishwashers (compared to only 
48 percent five years ago), and the average 
price per square foot is $22 70. compared to

Last weekend in Washington, D C. there 
was a tight little group 
me. Hiram, 
mother, dad. granny, aunt Blue Eyes and 
Matisse, Matisse was a fair-to-middling 
genius who lived in the verdant south of 
Prance and painted beautiful pictures until 
his death in 1954 
His art lives. 
I AM A VO CIFEROUS R E A D ER and I 
can get as wrapped up in Jane Austin’s or 
Henry James’ life and novels as if they were 
my best friends. But nothing I have ever 
read has hit me as stunningly (literally) as 
the Matisse collection we saw His life and 
his beauty are laid out on the walls You 
don't have to read his paintings; they smash 
at your senses like glittering diamonds. 
Fainters have it all over writers: more 
direct and less cerebral. 
The show, at the National Gallery of Art. 
was called Matisses The Cut-Outs. In the 
painter’s mid life, he took on a number of 
enormous mural projects, from which he 
evolved the paper cut-out technique 
gouache decoupee. Eventually, cutting and 
pasting pictures, rather than painting them, 
became the love of his life, and his last 
years were dedicated to it. 
The cutouts themselves were, in a sense, 
the sort of things one did in elementary 
school — doilies at Valentine’s Day, cards 
for Christmas. The fantastic shapes 
resembled snowflakes, exotic leaves, dangl­ 
ing jellyfish At first glance, they seemed 
incredibly simple — child's play. But first 
glances were deceiving. 
And the colors! In this case, seeing is un­ 
derstanding. and description is bound to 
fail But the lush tropical richness of the 
Mediterranean azures, grapes, peaches and 
lemons bowled you over Matisse comes 
closer in color to a living sunset — with its 
flamingo 
pinks, 
lavenders, 
golds and 
eggshell blues — than any artist I have ever 
seen.

The nationwide whooping cough outbreak 
which reportedly has hit Texas, doubling 
the number of cases over those reported in 
1976. has turned out to be just a bunch of 
’whoopla’’, at least as far as Williamson 
County is concerned. 
The outbreak, reported to have reached 
epidemic proportions in Atlanta, Ga., swell­ 
ed the numbers reported statewide in Texas 
from 36 to 74 through mid-October 1977 
Williamson County, however, shows no 
record of as much as one case this year It s 
the same story for all of 1976, according to 
Richard Donaldson, Director of the 
P’pidemiology Division. State Department 
of Health 
State Immunization Program Manager 
Jim Drake says that statewide, im* 
munizable diseases are down this fall, and 
the department is feeling some relief. The 
state 
conducted what he termed a par­ 
ticularly good measles drive in the spring 
when it was found that a booster was re­ 
quired for children who had received 
measle shots prior to their first birthday, 
and for children who had 
received the 
“ dead" vaccine, administered before 1967 
W ILLIAM SON COUNTY Health Officer 


Clarence Skrovan. new on the job since 
September, says because the county takes 
such care with the immunizable diseases, 
most have dropped to almost nothing Whelp 
the county has experienced no problem with 
whooping cough, the rise in measles from 
only 200 cases last year, to 2.000 this year 
statewide was enough to warrant im 
mediate attention. The county is still 
attempting to reach all those who may need 
the booster “ live" vaccine 
Skrovan cautions use of the term “ epider 
mi" in describing disease outbreaks Flu is 
a good example of an endemic disease; a 
disease which occurs consistently and 
which the public leaps to tolerate as a 
natural occurrence Once a discase breaks 
out of the normal range — usually a 
dramatic increase — charted weekly by 
health field professionals, it is declared 
epidemic. 
In recent months some states found it 
necessary to crack down on children enter­ 
ing school with incomplete immunization 
records. Texas law does require entering 
school-age children to have complete shot 
records, and Skrovan says he feels the law 
is rigidly enforced In Williamson County,

said Cervenka. “ We are an­ 
ticipating a very small turnout.”

More than two and a 
quarter million disabled 
veterans will receive larger 
Veterans Administration 
checks next month, reflec­ 
ting a 6.6 percent increase in 
compensation payments, 
Jack Coker, Director of the 
Waco VA Regional Office, 
said today. 
The increases results from 
recent Congressional action 
signed into law by President 
Carter on October 3. 
In addition to 2,251,714 dis­ 
abled veterans, Coker said 
increased 
payments also 
will go to 246,800 widows and 
children of service persnnel 
who died on active duty or 
veterans whose deaths were 
service-connected. 
The compensation in­ 
creases will total $358.4 
million in Fiscal Year 1978. 
The compensation rate was 
hiked a year ago, Coker 
noted. 
The new rates mean 
v e te ra n s w ill re c e iv e 
monthly checks ranging 
from $4i for those with a ten 
percent disability to $754 for 
those IOO percent disabled 
A d d itio n a l 
m o n th ly 
payments are made depen­ 
ding on the size of the 
veteran’s family. 
The basic rate of VA 
Dependency and Indeminity 
Compensation for widows 
and widowers of veterans 
under the new law will range 
from $277 to $708 monthly, 
based on the serviceman’s 
or veteran’s rank.

Near the end of Matisse’s life, he was ap­ 
proached by a Dominican nun, who asked 
him for advise on stained-glass w indows for 
the (’hapelle du Rosaire, which was being 
built near the artist’s studio at Vence. 
(’lever nun He dove into the project and the 
little chapel at Vence became his last state­ 
ment The chapel is Matisse — his stained- 
glass windows, his ceramic murals, his 
doors, liturgical vestments, bell tower and 
tile roof It looks like a fairyland. Some day 
I must go there.

the epidemiologist says, are looked at by 
the state as possible gaps or failures in the 
state's immunization program. 
County health officer Skrovan says he un­ 
derstands the state health department s 
comment about the county’s somewhat un­ 
sophisticated reporting system for com­ 
municable diseases. 
Because the county, up until September, 
had no full time director, area doctors may 
have become self-sufficient in caring for 
patients with infectious diseases, and, cor­ 
respondingly took care of records 
themselves. 
Now that doctors know he’s available and 
interested in hearing about infectious dis­ 
ease cases, hopefully doctors will help the 
county further develop its reporting system
